For the 250s, AME Number 
One 500cc Pro Andy Jannings, 
AME Number One 250cc Pro Dave 
Haugh, Goat Breker, Jeff Vidic and 
Willie Simons will carry the colors. 
Two support riders will also make 
the trip, riding the 500cc class. 
They are Billy Handal and Sandy 
Tumen. 


Qualifiers for the American Motocross 
Racing Team to represent the U.S. at 
the October festival will begin during 
the Trans-AME Motocross 
Championship Series. All expenses are 
paid for the trip to Mexico, and you 
must register at the Trans-AME event 
on Apr. 2 at Saddleback Park.

Pipe blues 


After their. latest fiasco, I'd like to 
express my opinion of the folks at 
Bassani Pipes. 

Originally, I bought a pipe for my 
TT500. It hit the frame in three places 
when I tried to install it. Also, they 
had another surprise for me; the back 
part of the front fender had to be cut 
off to clear the pipe. 


Well,.I sent it back. After a month 
and a half of "We just sent it today,” I 
finally got the pipe back. It only hit 
the frame in one place. I sure hated to 
ding a new pipe so it would clear the 
front downtube, but I didn't want to 
wait another six weeks. 


Additionally, the muffler end of the 
pipe was supposed to be bolted to the 
rear fender bracket. The eight-ounce 
rear fender has three bolts. That 
makes about a three-ounce design load 
for each bracket. Obviously that 
bracket won't carry the weight of a 
muffler. So I took the bike into a 
welding shop and had the bracket 
reinforced. 


Meanwhile, the spark arrestor 
assembly insert for the muffler, which 
I ordered with the pipe, was not 
included. When I got it, it wasn't 
complete. When I finally got all of the 
spark arrestor, it was too late for a 
planned ride. 


Some guys never learn. But Bassani 
was the only place where I could get a 
replacement for the pipe's rear 
section. I very carefully ordered the 
section of pipe wzth its bracket (welded 
on). I talked to two people and when I 
sent my money in, I wrote down what I 
wanted. 

Today the bare pipe came — so I'm 
writing this letter of “appreciation.”

Roberts laps field, sets 
new records

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 12 


Kenny Roberts lapped the entire field — includ- 
ing second-place rider Johnny Cecotto — to 
win the 37th Annual Daytona 200. Roberts 
qualified fastest, jumped into the lead off the 


starting grid, and, except for a 
brief second-lap challenge from 
Steve Baker, disappeared into 
distance ahead of everyone else. 


He set five new lap records in the 
process. 

Roberts was the fastest of a handful 
of riders who were able to break into 
lap times. faster than two minutes, 
seven seconds both in qualifying and 
the race. The others were Cecotto 
(Venemoto-sponsored), Skip Aksland 
(PJ-1  Lubricants/D.A.R.T.) and 
Steve Baker (Yamaha Motor Canada). 
All had direct or indirect connections 
to the Yamaha factory. 


A new American Motorcyclist 
Association restrictor plate 
requirement, which limits horsepower 
by reducing intake area, was adopted 
to prevent the excessive tire-wear 
problems that have plagued Daytona 
for the last two years. But while the 
restrictor plates made all the 
motorcycles more tractable with 
reduced wheelspin, they didn’t do 
anything to close the gap between the 
works riders and everyone else. The 
motorcycles of Roberts, Cecotto, 
Baker and Aksland easily left behind 
other machines on the straights. 

Roberts qualified at 2:05.21, 
followed by Cecotto at 2:06.15, Baker 


at 2:06.49 and Aksland — in spite of a 
crash during his first qualifying 
attempt — at 2:06.76. Dale Singleton 
(Taylor White Construction) was the 
fastest true privateer at 2:08.14. 
Singleton builds his own engines, but 
over 200 laps of tire testing before 
Speed Week gave him a definite 
infield advantage. Mike Baldwin 
(Laurel Ent.) and David Aldana (Paul 
Dahmon) qualified in the 2:09 
bracket. Everyone else made the grid 
at 2:10 or slower. 

Restrictor plates may not have 
threatened the Yamaha factory's 
margin of superiority over the Yamaha 
privateers, but they definitely harmed 
the chances of the lone Kawasaki 
entry. Gregg Hansford’s KR750 three- 
cylinder finished fourth last year. 
According to tuner Neville Doyle, the 
mandatory use of three 27mm 
restrictors on the bike this year handed 
Hansford an extra 25% power 
disadvantage. Doyle explained that 
while the restrictors give the Kawasaki 
the same intake area as a four-cylinder 


Yamaha with 23mm restrictors, the 
Yamaha has an advantage related to 
engine redline. The longer-stroke 
Kawasaki redlines at 9000 rpm, while 
the Yamaha revs safely to 10,500 rpm. 
At 9000 rpm, both the Yamaha and 
the Kawasaki flow the same amount of 
fuel-air mixture, due to identical 
intake area. But when the Yamaha 
revs higher, it flows more air and 
makes more horsepower. 


It was no surprise then, that 
Roberts; Aksland, Baker, and Cecotto 
led the shrieking wave of 750s around 
the infield on the first lap. But fast 
bikes and excellent qualifying didn't 
guarantee anyone an easy ride or even 
a finish. Aksland, who had qualified 
fourth right after falling in turn four 
on Friday, had crashed again in the 
same spot in practice Sunday morning 
before the start of the 200. His right 
shoulder was bruised and painful, and 
would eventually go completely numb 
during the one-hour, 51-minute event, 
Baker quickly passed Aksland, but it 
would take Johnny Cecotto until lap 25 








to catch and challenge Aksland, and 
until after the first gas stops to pass 
him. 

Baker briefly led Roberts at the start 
of the second lap, through the infield. 
But after Roberts regained first place 
and Cecotto caught Aksland, the 

| front-runners' order stayed steady 
| until the 47th of 52 laps. Roberts led 
| Baker, Cecotto, Aksland and Ron 
Pierce, who held eighth on the first 
lap, but moved ‘his self-owned, self- 
tuned TZ750 into fifth on lap two. By 
that time, the front-runner tussles 
were over. But behind Pierce, real 
drama and racing continued. 

Mike Baldwin was fifth on the first 
Jap, but ran off turn four — the same 
spot where Aksland had crashed twice 
before the race — and fell over. He got 
going again in 29th, worked his way 
back up to 13th, and then hit a lappee 
in the same turn on lap 12 and crashed 
for good. 


Steve McLaughlin went from 25th 
on the starting grid to 14th into turn 
one, where his bike seized. When it 
didn’t get any better by the third lap, 
he pitted and quit. 


Gary Nixon (KK  Supply/Erv 
Kanemoto) held sixth for the first two 
laps, was passed by Gene Romero 
(Don Vesco/Ocean Pacific Sunwear) 
on the third lap, and then retired with 
a seized engine — his sixth blown 
motor of Speed Week. 

Randy Mamola (Jim Doyle) and 
Steve Eklund (Mario Zanotti) made 
their 750cc National debuts at 
Daytona. Mamola started 22nd and 
worked his way up to 15th, then 14th, 
then 13th before a transmission seal let 
go and sprayed oil all over him on lap 
seven. He then retired. 

Eklund started 23rd and worked up 
to 16th before his bike seized in the 
early laps. 

Both Singleton and Bruce Hammer 
(Santa Monica Consumers Credit 
Union) were hampered by 
disintegrating fuel tank vent cork 
gaskets, which plugged the vents and 
halted gas flow. Singleton came 
around the first lap in 30th place, 
riding slowly and returned to the pits. 
Hammer did the same soon after. 
Both lost several minutes in the pits 
and put on terrific rides, although 
down a lap. Singleton blasted his way 
through traffic, passing five to 10 
riders a lap. 

While Singleton fought his way back 
through the traffic, © Hammer 
circulated with Romero, Hansford, 
Sadao Asami (Triton Racing Team), 
and Harry Cone (Cone's Motocycle 
Sales), all five slicing through 
backmarkers while constantly 
swapping positions. Singleton passed 
the entire group to unlap himself, then 
lost more time in another lengthy pit 
stop when his pit crew doused him in 

as. 

: Cone went out on lap 20, and both 
Singleton's and Hammer's rides ended 
on the 44th lap, when Hammer's bike's 
water pump failed.

Pierce saw his 
chance of victory come to a halt when 
he ran out of gas with two laps 
remaining. 

With Pierce out, the battle for 
second fell to Mamola, on an Erv 
Kanemoto-prepared, Jim Doyle- 
sponsored Yamaha, and Anton Mang, 
riding for Kawasaki of West Germany. 
Mamola swooped Mang at the flag by 
two bikelengths. 


If that wasn’t enough excitement, 
Ted Henter and John Long carried the 
battle for fourth right to the finish 
line, and it took the service of the 
finish line camera to decide the 
winner. Henter, aboard his City of 
Savannah-sponsored Yamaha _ tuned 
by John Guest came out on top in the 
photos by a mere four inches over 


Long's Longevity-sponsored and self- 
prepared Yamaha. 

Hansford left little doubt of his 
intent at the start of the race as he 
sped away, leaving heat race winners 
Pierce and Mamola to play catch up. 
Gary Nixon made his move early and 
overhauled Hansford before the 
pair exited the infield onto the 
banking. Nixon led through the 
chicane, but just as quickly began to; ~ 
slow with the engine seizing in the, 
infield horseshoe turn during the 
second lap. 

“Hell, I was lucky that there was no 
one around me when it tied up,” 
commented a disgusted Nixon. “That 
was the fifth time that has happened 
with the 250cc bike and makes a total of 
10 seizures on my bike since I got 
here.” 

Pierce quickly recovered from his 





hesitant start to move into second and 
then overtake and pass Hansford. He 
momentarily slowed on laps four and 
five after losing his rear brake, but 
then quickly picked up the pace. 

Later, in the winner's circle after 
getting a ride back from turn six with 
‘Hansford, Pierce told his tale. “I lost 
the rear brake in the first few laps, but 
once I learned to ride without it I was 
all right. But that meant I had to use 
the gearbox a lot more for braking and 
that, in turn, made me use more gas. 
In the end, I just ran dry. We had a 
good race going and were having a lot 
of fun motioning and waving to each 
other. I hope the fans enjoyed the 
show.” 

Hansford was not without problems. 
His transmission began to miss third 
and fourth gear in the tricky infield 
sections, thus slowing his ride, too. 


Behind the front-running duo came 
the dogfight of Mamola and Mang 
accompanied by a lot of frantic 
position swapping. It all boiled down 
to the last lap where Mamola's strategy 
won out. “I knew that I would have to 
make one final move and that I didn't 
want to make it too soon. I began to 
set Mang up to think that I didn't have 
enough power to pass him on the last 
lap before the finish. Mang had more 
low end than I did and could get away 
from me in the infield, but I knew that 
I had the top end steam. 


“On the final lap I followed him 
through the infield and then let him 
lead on the back straight. I could have 
passed him in the chicane, but that 
would have been too soon so I stayed 
behind and remained in fifth gear to 
give the impression that I was losing 
steam. His draft pulled me along 
faster than I wanted, and I was forced 
to shift to sixth and take a high line 
around him which took me right up to 
the wall. I then swooped low and held 
him off. I know he was surprised.” 

Later, Mang confirmed Mamola's 
observations through an interpreter; 
he speaks only Dutch. Mang also 
commented that he felt that racing on 
the banking of Daytona was a very 
scary thing to do. 

For the first half of the race John 
Long and Ted Henter had the 
company of Miles Baldwin. However, 
soon after mid-point Baldwin slowed 
leaving the fight to Henter and Long, 

Although they were too distant to 
pose any threat to the leaders, the pair 
rode like a victory in the zoo was at 
stake. 

Postion swapping was the name of 
the game, and each did his best to be 
in the right place at the right time. 
Coming off the final turn and onto the 
front straight, Long moved out to 
Henter's draft and took the high line. 
It was a drag race to the flag. In a 
blur, they swept across the finish line 
so close that it took almost an hour for 
the official word on that Henter held 
his edge. 

There were many more battles 
throughout the field, but the intensity 
ofi the three ring high-speed circus 
taking place at the front of the pack 
kept everyone's eyes glued to the 
action. 

For the records, Hansford and 
Pierce changed the lead an official 22 
times. Unofficially, it was much more 
than that. Hansford averaged 100. > 
mph in his ride to victory.

McLaughlin 
starts 34th, wins 


By John D. Ulrich 
DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 10 


Steve McLaughlin came from 34th on the 
starting grid to win the Superbike Production 
Final by a wide margin with the Yoshimura 


R&D Suzuki GS1000 on a cold and blustery 


Friday afternoon. 
McLaughlin’s Suzuki blasted 
a connecting rod through its 
cases while leading a heat race 
earlier that day, but the Yoshi- 


muras were able to repair the motor 
with just 10 minutes to spare. The race 


marked the Suzuki GS1000's first 
Superbike appearance. 

But while McLaughlin shot from 
34th to 20th before the first turn, and 
up to 12th by the second infield turn, 
Wes Cooley led on the Yoshimura 
Kawasaki KZ1000. Shohei Kato, Pops 








Yoshimura's son-in-law from Japan, 
held third place on the Yoshimura 
944cc Suzuki GS750. 

By the second lap, McLaughlin was 
fifth behind Cooley; Kato, Reg 
Pridmore (Racecrafters KZ1000) and 
John Long (Udo Geitl/Tod Schuster 
BMW). California club racer Billy 
“The Bullet” Addington held sixth on 
a Yoshimura KZ1000 he tunes and 
owns himself. 

Kato lost second place when his 
bike’s CDI ignition failed on the third 
lap. McLaughlin shot into second 
place on the next lap, and passed 
Cooley for the lead at the start/finish 
line on the sixth lap. 

Cooley repassed into the lead in turn 
one and the race for first was on. Both 
riders had already left behind a 
ferocious back-and-forth duel between 
Pridmore and Long, which was trailed 
by a lone Mike Baldwin (Reno Leoni 
Moto Guzzi) and the infighting, 
stuffing and wrestling pairs of Paul 
Ritter (Aero-Union Duc)/Billy Adding- 
ton and David Emde (Escargo 950cc 
GS750)/Eric Buell (Tesone Duc). 

Cooley: and ‘McLaughlin flew 
around the track with startling 
differences in cornering and 
straightaway speed compared to the 
rest of the 37 _ starters. Both 
McLaughlin and Cooley reached lap 
times of 2:15, about three seconds 
per lap faster than the best time 
turned by 1977 winner Cook Neilson 
(who retired from racing and sold his 
Ducati to Ritter’s sponsor). 


Then, later in the sixth lap — with 
McLaughlin leading — Cooley 
disappeared with- a rock-caused oil 
cooler leak. McLaughlin was home 
free, periodically glancing back at the 
continuing, but distant, 
Long/ Pridmore battle of infield versus 
straightaway speed. Ritters Ducati 
suffered a crankshaft failure on lap 
seven, Buell retired on lap 10, David 
Emde's Suzuki started leaking oil from 
the left sidecase and the finishing 
order was set. Only the 
Pridmore/Long dice continued 
among the front runners. 


“I made the wrong choice of tire 
compound. I thought it would warm 
up,” said Pridmore after finishing 
second, ahead of Long by about a bike- 
length. Spectators looking closely at 
Pridmore's slick tire could still see the 
marks from a rasp used to scuff in the 
new tire before the race — it had 
hardly worn in 50 hard miles. “The 
tire was too skittish. With the wind 
blowing and the tires slipping, it felt 
like the wheels were never on the 
ground.” 

“It was like Pridmore had an extra 
gear,” said Long after the race. “But 
my bike got out of the corners better 
“and every lap I could catch him by the 
Yast infield corner. He got away from 
me once, but I caught him again when 
he made a mistake in traffic.” 

McLaughlin, feeling vindicated by 
his victory in front of his critics, said “I 
never let Wes by. I was gonna make a 
race out of it. The Yoshimuras wanted 
‘us as close as possible, just like when I 
rode a BMW." 

At a special weigh-in to check for 
compliance with new AMA Superbike 
minimum weight rules, McLaughlin's 
Suzuki weighed 425 pounds without 
gas, 18 pounds above the GS1000 
minimum weight. ©

For the first time in recent years, 
Ed Otto's Speedway promotion 
at Daytona's Memorial Stadium 
experienced the good weather it 


has deserved. Three straight nights of 
clear skies drew record crowds to 
watch the action-packed racing on the 
smooth quarter-mile limerock surface.

The opening nights program 
placed young Dave DeTemple in the 
support division.

DeTemple lined “ap 
beside “Rookie of the Year” Mike 
Lauderborn in the Handicap event 
and kept his fast Maley ahead) jof 
Nutter, Hank Bassett, Stone and 
Orlandi for another checkered flag. 
DeTemple proved that he didn’t need 
a handicap to win after slugging it out 
with Bassett, Robinson and Mark Blew 
in the First Division Scratch Final. 
James Pierce topped George Lewis, 
Margo King and Dwight Gaimon for 
the Support final bucks.

Penton whips

‘(SDT veteran Jack Penton rode 
‘a 250cc KTM “submarine” 
through 69 miles of Florida flood- 
lands to a high point victory over 
579 entrants in the Daytona 200 
M.C.’s 29th annual Alligator Enduro. 
Phe 1978 ‘Gator was one of the 
dampest in history and was pre- 
described by the seven-man layout 
committee as “wet and wild.” 
Although the popular annual even tis 
hot an AMA National, it offers 
championship contenders a chance to 
ride with no conflicts with the 
National schedule. 

Jack was joined by his dad John 
Penton upholding the Penton/KTM 
banner. National Champion Dick 
Burleson and Bob Popiel represented 
Husqvarna’s interest. Can-Am was 
represented by team members Skip 
Olson and Kevin Snapp. Olson was 
going for his third consecutive 
Alligator win on a prototype 270cc 
Gan-Am Qualifier. Team Suzuki had 
Herluf Johnson, George Peck and 
Drew Smith entered with Stone 
Mountain National third place 
finisher Ted Worrell nursing a bruised 
knee. Suzuki's Two-Day Qualifier 
riders Mike Rosso and Dave Hulse 
used the event as a season warm-up. 
Rokon’s Randy Martin rounded out 
the factory backed entrants. 

Early riders finished the run as a 
light drizzle returned. The later rows 
fought the rain in addition to tank- 
deep water. Jack Penton’s High Point 
score of two earned a victory that the 
High Point Racing Products executive 
had missed by 25 seconds in °77. 
Penton commented at the final check, 
“It was fun, only a few minor 
problems. My speedo fogged at the 
first water, the front brake is gone, 
and I had to fight a loose handgrip all 
day.” 

Dick Burleson’s score of three 
topped the AA class. Burleson’s new 
250 OR performed flawlessly. Herluf 





Johnson, runner-up in AA with a five 
point loss explained, “The new 175 PE 
did everything I asked.” Can-Am's 
Kevin Snapp took third in the AA 
division on a prototype 250cc 
Qualifier. Defending Champion Skip 
Olson ran out of gas on the final leg. 

Overall A class winner was Rokon’s 
Randy Martin who also took the Stone 
Mountain A overall back to Keen, 
New Hampshire. Martin cut grooves 
in the Rokon’s drive belt and 
commented, “It works just like tire 
treads, the deep water doesn’t cause 
me any concern.” 

Ronnie Hines, riding a 390 OR 
Husky for Morrel’s Husqvarna of 
Attleboro, MA, lost only 16 points in 
an impressive B overall victory. Hines 
lost a chain after the gas stop and 
explained, “It was jammed next to the 
enclosed countershaft sprocket, and I 
fought it for five or six minutes.” Hines 
is a sophomore studying electrical 
engineering at Northeastern 
University. Other B division class 
winners were Randy Burbage, Bobby 
Thomas, Morris McCormick, -Tony 
Mitchell and Henry Bryant. 

John Penton rolled down the 
elevated starting ramp from an eighth 
row position, overcame a wrong turn, 
and then carded a super score of 24, 
the only Senior A rider to finish in the 
hour. And Richard Lenouer emerged 
at the top of the board for the Senior B 
class. 

Barry Avery topped the competitive 
200cc A class, his eight points losing 
overall A honors at the tie-breaker 
check. George Peck's 250cc PE Suzuki 
dominated the Open A division. Peck 
said, “Once I plunged into a hole and 
the handlebars went under. She came 
out running, and my only problem was 
the speedometer.” 

The two wildest stories at the ritual 
after-event bench racing sessions go to 
“Wild Bill” Hartley and Dan 
Sheffield. Hartley met a Brahma Bull 
head up and climed a pine tree 
without spikes. Sheffield pushed and 
rode his Bultaco the wrong way and 
was on the course all night, finally 
sleeping in an abandoned logging 
truck.

Seemingly irrepressible Marty Tripes added 
another victory to his already impressive Toyota 
Supercross Series win-count by leading a 1-2-3 
Team Honda rout of the Daytona International 


Speedway event, round three of 
the ’78 series. Tripes has won two 
races after settling for a second 
at the Seattle series opener be- 
hind teammate Jimmy Ellis. 


“He said he was gonna win!” Merle 
Anderson, Tripes’ tuner exclaimed as 
Marty accepted his hard-earned 
moment in victory circle.

Marty Smith, eventual second- 
placer, and Jimmy Ellis gave their 
teammate no room for error during 
the fast-paced final moto.

“I wanted to win it so much!” an 
extremely disappointed third placer 
Jimmy Ellis muttered. “Its just 
because of those lapped riders.” 

“They fell down in front of me, and 
I went over the berm,” Marty Smith 
added. 

Both Smith and Ellis had lost turns 
in the lead due to the heavy traffic of 
41 riders on the Gary Bailey-designed 
infield course.

Midway through the race Howerton 
overtook Reid. Then Reid made the 
mistake that earned him the $250 
Toyota Truck Tower Jump award. He 
hit the steep ramp, launched into 
space with front wheel high in the air, 

- and looped over backwards setting the 
longest distance of the day at 84 feet, 
10 inches, He remounted and went on 
to claim fourth in the qualifier. 

“As soon as I left the lip of the jump

Howerton went on to win over

Practice and 
training 


By Bob Hannah as told to Jim Gianatsis 


“I’m probably not the best guy there is to tell 
you how to get in shape for racing. I think 
Tony DiStefano had the right idea when he 
said, ‘You have to do what’s best for you to get 


yourself in shape for racing. 
Some guys are in naturally bet- 
ter condition, or have more skill, 
and don’t have to work as hard. 


You have to do what you need to do to 
beat the guys you're racing against.’ 

“At the beginning of the motocross 
season I usually have to run five miles 
a day, every day. I also do some warm- 
up exercises. The last two years I used 
the Florida Winter-AMA Series for 
getting in shape. Besides. running 
every day, I'd go practice riding three 
times a week. Rick Burgett would go 
along with me, both of us on stockers, 
and we'd race each other in 30-minute 
motos. 

“Once I've built myself up, I'll slack 
off to run just three miles a day, three 
times a week. That’s once the 
Nationals and Supercross Series gets 
underway. Last year, after the Florida 
Series, I never went practice riding 
during the week unless it was just to 
test something new on the bike. Once 
the season is underway you can really 
burn yourself out if you ride when you 
don't feel like it. You have to leave 
yourself pumped for Sunday. 


“The rule I follow during the season 
if I'm riding good is just do my 
running three times a week. If I'm not 
winning or I’m screwing up out on the 
track, doing things like braking too 
early for corners or coasting in the 
turns, then I get back into riding 
during the week or training harder. 

“When the racing season is finished, 
like December and January, that’s 
when I kick back and don’t even go 
riding. I either go hunting or four- 
wheeling my pickup truck out in the 
desert. Get my mind completely away 
from racing. 

“I don’t eat any special foods when 
I'm racing. No vitamins. I’m not 
saying that’s the right thing for 
everybody to do, but I don’t seem to 
need it. 

“Practice and training, like 
everything else, is the way to get 
better. Keep an open mind to learning 
things and you'll do good. Watch the 
Pros ride. I follow good guys all the 
time to learn their tricks. I probably 
owe guys like Weinert, Howerton and 
DeCoster a fortune for the things 
they've shown me, but they'll never get 
me to pay them for what I've learned.g

World Championship Trials Series - Round Three 


Lampkin back on form 


By Dave Wilcock 
BILSTAIN, BELGIUM, FEB. 26 


Battling Martin Lampkin gave them a taste of 
cold steel in Belgium on Sunday - and preser- 
ved an incredible record of British victories in 
World and European title competition. 


In chalking up his third Belgian 
win in six years, the Yorkshire 
Bultaco factory ace brought 
Britain’s tally to 12 consecutive 
wins and broke the magic spell that 
Finland’s World Champion, Yrjo 
Vesterinen, seemed to have cast on the 
championship series. 

British champion Rob Shepherd, 
using a new frame on the factory Hon- 
da, pushed Vesterinen down into third 
place as traction at last returned to the 
championship. 

Two days earlier, with snow and ice 
covering the wooded Bilstain trials 
park, 12 miles from the German bor- 
der at Aachen, a third win for ice- 
specialist Vesterinen had looked well 
on the cards. 

But the conditions he had enjoyed 
in Ulster and Wales dissolved in the 
sun, and with it, Vesterinen's chance 
of scoring his first ever win on Belgian 
soil. 

Breaking one of the new Bultaco air 
dampers at mid-distance on this 


super 56-mile, three-lap course, the 
World Champion's aura of invin- 
cibility disappeared and tension crept 
onto his face. 

After losing 20 minutes of his seven- 
hour allowance, to replace the dam- 
per, Vesterinen briefly snatched back 
the lead that Lampkin had taken on 
the first lap. 

But the sporting crowds - estimated 
at 3,000 - saw Lampkin at his very 
best, pulling it back on the final lap to 
win by eight marks from Shepherd. 

Belgian Champion Jean-Marie 
Lejeune and Montesa teammate Jean- 
Luc Colson made good use of the 
ground they know so well to take the 
next two places. But with Mick An- 
drews, Malcolm Rathmell and Nigel 
Birkett ałl gesting into the points, it 
wasn't a bad day for the British. 

Joint sixth after the first lap of 17 
sections that might well have been 
anywhere in England, Shepherd mat- 
ched Vesterinen by losing only 14 
marks on the second lap. 

The Honda man still had a real 


chance of victory with just a handful of 
sections left, but a dab here, a prod 
there, and an uncharacteristic five on 
the final stream and mud bank section 
ended Shep's hopes. 


Andrews, out for the first time on 
the first of the modified 320cc 
Yamahas he plans to build for sale, 
had to cope with a flooding carburetor 
throughout. It caused him to top up 
his tank four times and he used almost 
four gallons in the 56 miles. 


Małcolm Rathmell, trying hard to 
win back confidence after an off-spell 
that coułdnt have come at a more 
crucial time, tried a new set of softer 
front forks on his works Suzuki and 
seemed to be making some headway. 


Apart from running out of fuel, he 
had no real disasters. But regular 
footing on the soft muddy słopes and 
over the vast rock boulders at Bilstain 
pushed his score above 90 - and eighth 
place. 

Early on in the first lap, he suc- 
cessfully staved off a five in the 
downhill sixth section when a rock 
knocked the Suzuki into neutral, for- 
cing him to attack a long steep exit in 
first gear. But he made it. 

America’s lone runner, Bernie 
Schreiber, was having his share of 
trouble too. It was here in Belgium 
exactly a year ago that the 18-year-old 
Bultaco wizard crashed into the world 
reckoning with a solid fifth place, but 


now, on a considerably less severe 
course, Schreiber struggled. 

Typical of his luck was the sixth sec- 
tion, where on a downhill run in bot- 
tom gear, he stalled. Frantically trying 
to bounce the Bultaco back to life, he 
succeeded only in getting a dose of full 
lock, and came off in a heap. 


“Thats my worst performance in 
the world championships since I star- 
ted” he said after finishing 15th and 
failing to add to the four points scored 
in Ulster and Wales in previous weeks. 


French National Champion 
Christian Desnoyers was set to put 
down his senior rival Charles Coutard 
for a second week until a back wheel 
puncture five sections into the final lap 
poleaxed him. 


Running short of time in which to 
return to the start for a spare tube, 
Desnoyers continued on the rim of his 
Montesa and lost a colossal 51 marks 
that shunted him right out of the run- 
ning. 


It wasn’t all easy for Martin Lam- 
pkin. He started in a flap after losing 
the route marking and lost 15 minutes 
before returning to the start and 
beginning again. 

A reversed marker arrow also sent 
Coutard and Andrews on an un- 
necessary detour, while Rob Edwards, 
a fraction out of the points in 11th 
place, had to contend with a pun-

Keith Smith and Bob Miller, 
both Heavyweight Amateurs, churned 
their bikes down the softface downhill 
just ahead of Morris Norman and the 
T&O flier Dick Camp. 

The racers zig-zagged through the 
puckers all the way to the first 
underpass. Zigging just ahead of Bill 
Becker was Terry Davis. Becker 
thought Davis looked taller than usual 
which is true. Terry had on Malcolm 
Smith boot cloggs. The soles were as 
thick as Elton John’s stage shoes. Terry 
can get his leg over his Mono without 
any trouble now. 

Henson, Eddy and Mike Eckardt 
headed up the narrow wash heading 
back toward Trona Road. 

This race was billed.as an honest 
100 miles and the guys were beginning 
to believe it. Heading down the west 
side bomb run, the course crossed 
Trona Road once more for the pits. 
Max Eddy was first into the pits but 
Bad Brad's pit was quicker giving him 
a 10-second lead on Max heading into 
the rollers to the west of the Searles 
Mountain range.

Chris 
Gray moved -up 12 places running 
ninth overall, first 250cc Amateur 
after Gregg Thomas got lost, got off, 
and got frustrated. 


James Vincent shot through the 
rollers with a wide smile on his face 
knowing he was first C bike this week. 
Charters crashed on the bomb, 
Hamill's brake cable was wound up in 
his backing plate and Belknap didn’t 
show. Steve Barklow was running 
“second C behind Vincent and Kevin 
Hopkins; was climbing  Barklow's 
expansion chamber running first 
Trailbike as friendly rival Joe 
Lockhart dropped back in the pits. 

The course ridge ran for quite a 
while. Trudy Beck on her AAA Husky 
knew the Invaders were up to 
something.

Daytona half mile 
wins to Boody, 
Bries and Irvin

BARBERSVILLE, FL, MAR. 5 
Florida lived up to its billing as 
The Sunshine State for Sunday 
afternoon’s JJ&B promoted Day- 
tona Half Mile at Volusia County 
Speedway. The welcomed sunshine 
provided sharp contrast to the 
previous night’s weather and spirits 
were lifted as the track surface was as 
smooth as a baby’s you-know-what, 
discounting a hole in the exit point of 
turn four. 

Hank Scott broke the track-record 
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in qualifying as he turned in a 20.44- 
second tour of the banked oval.

Novice 

Heat and semi action was high- 
lighted by the pair who had finished 1- 
2 the previous night in the Orlando 
Mile's Novice main — Noot Irvin and 
John Roeder. Roeder edged Irvin in 
their scratch heat and Irvin topped 
Roeder in their “semi.” 

The previous night's third-place 
finisher, Allen Knickerbocker got off 
hard in practice, reportedly suffering 
neck injuries. 

The 10-lap main event failed to pro- 


‘duce the expected Irvin/Roeder battle 


as Noot pulled off the holeshot and led 
every lap aboard his “my dad, Wayne, 
tunes it” Yamaha. 

Behind Irvin it was a battle for 
second with North Carolina’s Bill 
Smith, aboard a Bultaco, holding off 
every challenge Roeder could muster 
until Roeder managed to get by on the 
seventh lap. The win place and show 
positions remained in that order — 
Irvin, Roeder and Smith — for the 
final three laps. 


Junior 


Eleven scratch heats and two semis 
were run to set the stage for the Junior 
main. Those. events narrowed the 99- 
man entry down to 12. 


The semi wins went to Dickie Godwin 


‘and Wayne Rainey. Godwin had a 


helluva battle with Tom Bries and the 
pair crossed the line in a wall-banging 
shadow/photo finish. Rainey had less 
trouble scoring his win, but a good 
dog-fight was carried on behind him 
between Tommy Duma and Charlie 
Roberts. Roberts got by Duma for 
runnerup honors. 

Main event time saw Rainey on the 
pole and the crowd had already 
written his name down as the winner 
when the green flag was waved by 
starter Mike Anthony. But other riders 
had other ideas. 

It was Godwin first across the line at 
the end of the first lap followed by 
Duma, Rainey, Ray Dugan and Bries. 

Duma took over the lead for the 


` next eight laps with Bries, Rainey and 


Godwin pressuring in a tight race. But 
the final lap and the checkered flag 
saw Bries, aboard a Competition Cycle 
Center of Madison, WI, sponsored 
Triumph tuned by Lyle Sharer, in 
front. Bries collected the trophy and a 
kiss from trophy girl Becky Eaton.

The 54 Experts were staged in heats 
following time trials which, as 
previously mentioned, saw Hank Scott 
break Dave Singleton's lap record. 
Also breaking the old record were 
Steve Freeman, Scott Drake and Garth 


Brow. Brow's blistering lap was 
accomplished without the benefit of 
practice. 


The first Expert “semi” was won by 
Hank Scott. Hank, who is calling 
Findlay, OH, home now, led all six 
laps. Behind him at the checkered in 
advancement positions second through 
sixth came Scott Drake, Ricky 
Campbell, Guy McClure, Randy Goss 
and Gary Scott. 

McClure, last year’s winner, was 
aboard a Yamaha he had borrowed 
from Darryl Hurst. McClure, like 
several other riders, is awaiting 
delivery of a new XR from Milwaukee. 

Semi two saw a very questionable 
call pulled on Lance Jones, Mark Cox, 
Garth Brow and Steve Morehead.

Brow’s 
advancement came at the expense of 
Dave Sena, who lost sixth at the finish 
line. 

Boody picked up $50 in pocket 
money for scoring the fastest heat win.

_ Trailin’ the “People who 
came before”

cc ey Dad, look here. 
H The sign says that in 

the olden days this 

part of the desert was 


all green with a mild climate and lots 
of animals. The colors on the 
mountain are still pretty, but there's 
no lush greenery, now. What the heck 
happened to all the wildlife and the 
stuff for them to eat?" 

“Well Larry,” I answered my 14- 
year-old son, “There have been lots of 
changes on this ol’ earth in the last 
several thousand years. At one time 
this Rainbow Basin was subtropical, 
and the animałs that resided here lived 
and died in a normal life-cycle. 
Eventually, their bones were covered 


up by sand and erosion, and now, as 
you can see by the sign, the rains and 
winds are once again uncovering the 
fossil remains of the ancient animals. I 
even read that scientists have found 
bones of a camel in this basin that date 
back 11 million years. That's thinking 
back a few days, isn't it kid?” 

My son Larry, Ron Peterson and I 
were on our latest exploring trip in the 
Mojave Desert. This time we planned 
to look at and photograph the fossil 
beds of age-old Rainbow Basin, the 
ancient petrogłyphs carved on the lava 
of Inscription Canyon and some latter 
day momentos of the gold miners at 
the turn of this century. We had a full 
day ahead of us so we started out soon 
after dawn in the chilly desert air. 


Rainbow Basin, as the name 
implies, is bathed in multi-colored 
beauty. The sink where the creatures 
of old once lived is surrounded by hills 
painted and stacked layer upon layer 
in different hues by Mother Nature. If 
you go there, be sure to have color film 
in your camera. 

The narrow entrance to the basin is 
clearly marked by the Bureau of Land 
Management and is accessible by 
automobile but trailbikes are much 
more fun for a trip like this. Besides, if 
you want to follow the entire route we 
took you'll have to have a two-wheeler. 
Four-wheelers need not apply. They 
couldn't make it, anyway! 

Where is Rainbow Basin and its 


fossil beds; you say? Well, its just a, 


ways north of Barstow, California. To 
get to Barstow from Los Angeles, hop 
on the freeway between L.A. and Las 
Vegas, Nevada. Drive due north from 
Barstow on the Fort Irwin Road for 
about six miles and then make a left at 
Fossil Bed Road. There's no mistaking 
the colorful hills that circle the basin. 
They stand out boldly and seem to be 
close by because of the clear desert air. 
Actually, the hills are three miles west 
of the turn-off from the Fort Irwin 
Road. 

Just before you enter the narrow 
defile at the beginning of the four-mile 
loop through Rainbow Basin there's a 
sign advising you that Owl Canyon 
campground is to the right. It's a good 
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DiPrete rebuttal 


Id like to begin by saying that 
Bill West is as inconsistent in his 
interview (Cycle News, Mar. 8) 
as he is when he discusses thing 
with me. In one paragraph he 
praises promoters and riders 
and in another he puts them 
down. He vacillates in his 
thinking so much it makes me wonder 
if he knows what he is talking about. 

Bill claims that the new ruling 
requiring riders to choose a class is 
killing him. What can really kill him is 
the comments in his article. He has 
told all of the potential spectators who 
read Cycle News not to come to his 
race because it will not be a good race. 
Therefore, when it comes time to 
promote his race he will need to spend 
more money to convince spectators to 
come to see the race. That doesn't 
seem to be a very smart thing for a 
good promoter to do. 

In fact, I think the racing will be 
better this year. I think more of the 
good riders will be able to get out front 
and race and therefore provide better 
racing for the fans. I also believe that 
wę will see some new young riders show 
their talent this year because of the 
new program. 

Now the question is what do we do 
with the new potential stars? We 
promote them. The AMA, manufac- 
turers, the promoters and the press 
must make an effort to expose present 
and future stars to the public. And this 
exposure must be presented through 
motorcycle, local and national press as 
well as through television. 
| If the above is accomplished we will 
overcome the problem, which Bill 
pointed out, of having only four or five 
promotable riders. Instead of having 


only four or five promotable riders we 
may have twelve to fifteen promotable 
riders. 

Next Bill picks on his co-promoters. 
He claims that part time promoters 
who are not into promotion as a 
business are hurting the sport. Well, 
let me point out a very important fact 
to Bill and everyone else. We have 
some “part time” and “club” 
promoters who put on our most suc- 
cessful events. For example: Dirt 
Diggers North and Moto-X 338, which 
are clubs, promote very successful 
events. Red Bud, High Point 
Raceway, Mid-Ohio Moto Park and 
Unadilla are all part-time promoters 
(promoters who have other prime oc- 
cupations) who promote successful 
events. I would say that none of these 
promoters are out to make a fast buck, 
as Bill indicated, or out to build 
monuments. 

Bill claims that we had a 50% tur- 
nover in promoters. In fact, we have 
only two (2) new promoters in all of 
our, 1978 series of races. 

Bill claims weʻhave no be aesehip at 
the AMA. He also states that the riders 
and promoters have their act together. 
(In another paragraph he claims that 
riders and promoters do not have their 
act together). I think we have all 
(promoters, riders and AMA) 
progressed a great deal over the last 
few years. Promoters are doing a bet- 
ter job in promotion and track 
preparation, more of the top riders are 
aware of the importance of doing P.R. 
work - and are doing it, and the AMA 
has become more aware of the needs of 
promoters, riders and spectators and is 
working toward meeting those needs. 


The fact that R.J. Reynolds, Coca- 
Cola and Toyota are major sponsors in 
professional competition is surely an 
indication that big business sees the 


potential i in AMA and AMA racing. 
Also, it is no accident that purse, point 
funds and contingency funds have in- 
creased from $32,000 in 1970 to over 
$970,000 in 1978. 

Bill mentioned that the AMA could 
use some road reps, to help sell AMA 
racing. He is correct. We could use 
road reps. However, it costs a con- 
siderable amount of money to hire and 
put reps on the road. Where will this 
money come from? When we talk of 
increasing AMA memberships we get 
complaints from our.members. If we 
talk about increasing sanction fees we 
get complaints from our promoters - 
including Bill. Bill brought up the fact 
that we had road reps a few years ago. 
We did, but found that we couldn't af- 
ford it and they were eliminated. I'm 
sure that we would consider putting 
reps back on the road and when if we 
could afford to. 

Bill goes on to question my com- 
petence as a Manager of Professional 
Motocross, and he has the right to do 
so. All I can say to that is look at my 
record for the past three years. I feel 
that motocross in general has gotten 
better over the last three years and 
that the sport has grown in stature. 
Whether the timing was right, or I had 
something to do with it I don't know, 
but it happened. 


To answer Bills question on “Who 
is the sport,” the spòrt includes 
everyone who is involved, or has an in- 
terest in motorcycles. It involves the 
spectator, the rider, the dealer, the 
manufacturer, the accessory dealer, 
the mechanic, the road rider, the 
thousands of amateur. riders, the 
promoter and the press. The AMA is 
here to try to coordinate all of the ac- 
tivities connected with the sport and to 
pursue, promote, and protect the in- 
terests of motorcyclists. 


Bill stated that the AMA doesn't feel 
that we need grass roots racing. In fact 
we know we need grass roots racing 
and that is what we are striving for. 
We now have a full racing program 
that gives a rider of any caliber a 
program that will fit his needs. We 
have mini, amateur, progressive 
professional, regional and professional 
racing. A rider can start with AMA at 
an early age and continue right on 
through to professional status if he so 
desires. 


The Florida series is in fact grass 
roots racing. If Bill is seriously in- 
terested in this type of racing he 
should be very happy because he has 
had more Pro riders in Florida this 
year than ever before. This is the first 
year these riders had a chance to com- 
pete against riders of their own caliber 
and to show their talents. 

The AMA sanctioned a stadium 
race meet in Seattle, Washington, on 
February 18, 1978, which turned out 
to be a very successful first year event. 
The date of February 18, was the only 
available date at the Kingdome. Bill 
was told this, which he still does not 
believe, and was also told that he 
could check with the stadium for the 
accuracy of my statements. I guess he 
didn't want to take the time to check it 
out, or by not checking it out he could 
continue to complain. 

Bill complains that I, or wę at the 
AMA do not listen to him, ogee 
promoters. Bill, you're wrong. In'fact 
many of the changes that have been 
made over the last couple of years have 
come from riders, promoters and press 
people. Just because someone doesn't 
accept every single recommendation 
that is made doesn't mean that he isn't 
listening. In making changes you must 
listen to everyone, take the best and fit 
it to your situation to make it work. If 
it doesn't work you modify it until it 
does work. I think we are doing just 
that and we will continue to do so ih 
the future. 

My last comment to Bill is that if he, 
or anyone else has some good construc- 
tive criticism to make I will be glad to 
listen.

Dirt Diggers’ Red 
Garter Enduro 
cancelled due to 
land use snafu |

The Dirt Diggers Motorcycle 
Club will be unable to hold their 
Red Garter Enduro, scheduled 
for Mar. 19 in Ballinger Canyon. 
(Below is a letter from M.O.R.E. 
President Russ Sanford to the Dirt 
Diggers, outlining. the problems he 
uncovered. .. Editor)

One of your club members, Bob 
Eller, and John Claussen (formerly of 
the Shamrocks M.C.) have both 
contacted me regarding the cancella- 
tion of the Red Garter Enduro. It 
sounded very much like an injustice on 
the part of the U.S. Forest Service, so I 
intended to contact Doug Leisz, who is 
the Regional Forester over all of the 
California National Forests, and find 
out what is happening. But, I first 
called Alan J. West, who is the 
Supervisor of the Los Padres National 
Forest, to get his side of the story. This 
is what he told me: 

1.) The Dirt Diggers had again ap- 
plied for their permit to run the Red 
Garter Enduro in Ballinger Canyon, 


and the Forest Service was just about 
to issue the permit, when the Legal 
Defense Fund (Sierra Club “front’’) 
stepped in and appealed the issue of 
the permit. a 

2.) Mr. West emphasized that the 
Forest Service had forewarned the Dirt 
Diggers that the permit had not been 
finalized, but the Dirt Diggers decided 
that they would go ahead with the 
advertising, promotion, plans, etc., 
anyway. 

3.) The Forest Service had decided 
to go ahead and issue the permit to the 
Dirt Diggers, over the objection of the 
Legal Defense Fund, when they (the 
Forest Service) received notice of the 


- publishing of a new policy in the 


Federal Register which prohibited 
(immediately) the issue of permits for 
land-use when there was evidence of 
the possibility of causing harm to “en 
dangered species,” and instead, the 
Forest Service would also have to 
obtain approval of the permit by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service, an act 
which takes 60 days. 

4.) Mr. West stated that because of 
the short time available, the Forest 
Service could not obtain the Fish and 
Wildlife Service approval of the 
permit before March 19th, the date 
scheduled for the Red Garter. He also 
told me of a policy of not allowing 
organized events in Ballinger Canyon 
after Apr. 1 of each year, based on an 
environmental impact study from past 
years. 

5.) Mr. West stated that these were 
their reasons for cancelling the permit: 
They couldn't get the- necessary 
approval by Mar. 19, or even by Apr. 
1 of this year, and they can't allow the 
event after Apr. 1. 

6.) Mr. West also informed me that 
even after the Red Garter Enduro had 
been cancelled, the Legal Defense 
Fund demanded that the Forest 
Service close all of Ballinger Canyon 
for the Mar. 19 weekend, but he 
refused to do it. (My guess is that the 
Legal Defense Fund is afraid that 
people will show up and ride, anyway. 
Sort of like the “Phantom Duck.”) 

Okay, here is the way that I see it. If 
what Mr. West told me is the truth, 
then there is probably very little that 
we can do about it, other than bitch 
and complain.

100cc- machines got the first shot.

Chris Chaffee smoked his trusty 
Yamaha off the gate, through the first 
turn and around the course for 12 laps 
to totally dominate the first Open Pro 
moto. Ocean Pacific Sunwear- 
sponsored David Gerig piloted ‘his 
Suzuki in the second slot for three laps. 
Track “N” Travel Maico rider Val

His bike lost its rear brake on the 10th 
lap, Hansford took every possible 
advantage of Romero's problem to put 
his much slower Kawasaki in front of 
Romero's day-glo orange Yamaha. At 
turn four, for example, Hansford 
would come from 50 yards behind to 
swoop past Romero on the outside lap 
after lap. Until the brake problem, 
Romero had run in sixth behind 
Pierce, with Hansford just behind 
(Hammer often separated the two, but 
wasn't on the same lap). Romero also 
was “flushed with gas” at both pit 
stops. 

Asami's pit crew didn't have the 
right quick-fill tank fitting and so used 
duct tape to join the tank filler and 
fuel tower hose before refueling. That 
lightened Asami's pit stops to about 
two minutes each. 

In contrast, Hansford's pit stops 
went perfectly. The first one took six 
seconds; the second took four seconds. 
But the fine pit stops couldn't make up 
for the horsepower problems. 
Hansford's fastest lap during the race 
was 2:11.8, a full six seconds slower 
than the best times turned by Roberts, 
and five seconds slower than the times 
of Baker, Aksland and Cecotto. 
During this dice with Romero and 
Asami, Hansford’s times were 
comparable to theirs. But Hansford 
lost ground on every straight and 
made it up braking into turns. With a 
faster machine, there is no telling who 
Hansford might have been racing. 

David Aldana had bogged his bike 
at the start and had to watch as the 
pack shot around him into the first 
turn. At the end of the front straight, 
Aldana's machine seized. He slowly let 
out the clutch and cruised around for 
several laps, falling back to about 40th 
place. A few laps later, Aldana started 
moving again, putting together a 
charge that would eventually put him 
into a 10th-place finish. Aldana had 
crashed hard Friday during qualifying 
when his bike seized at the entrance to 
the chicane. While tuner Paul 
Dahman rebuilt the mangled 
motorcycle Friday night, Aldana was 
given four stitches in an elbow wound 
and had his scraped hand taped up. 
He qualified seventh on Saturday. On 
the day of the race, a bruised side and 
the other injuries forced Aldana to 
walk stiffly and painfully. 

The most consistent ride next to 
Roberts’ was that of Pierce. In spite of 
some brake problems early in the 
event, Pierce came around every time 
after lap two in fifth position. His bike 
wasn't as fast as the machines ahead of 
him, but no one behind him could 
catch up, either. His biggest challenge 


was simply dealing with traffic. 
“There were some guys out there who 
were going so slow it was terrifying,” he 
said later. “I was coming up on them 
so fast I thought their engines had 
blown up or something. They took all 
the 750 lines, too, but must have been 
going 40 mph slower.” 

Roberts’ ride was not only more 
consistent than Pierce's, (Roberts held 
first unchallenged from lap two to the 
end), but also more eventful. On 
about the 35th lap, Roberts’ steering 
damper broke, sending the Yamaha 
into tankslappers on the banking 
immediately after the infield exit. The 
motorcycle started "horn dancing” 
and flailing back and forth when 
Roberts applied the brakes and leaned 
into the chicane entrance on the same 
lap. In an amazing display of skill, 
Roberts had adapted to the new 
handling of the 750 just two laps later. 
“It started wobbling so bad I couldn't 
figure out what was wrong. It shook a 
lot,” Roberts said after the race. 

Roberts also had trouble 
understanding some of the pit signals, 
at one point thinking that Baker was 
gaining on him. So, Roberts speeded 
up. In actuality, his pit crew was 
trying to signal him that he had a 100- 
second lead on Baker. Then, on lap 
47, Baker's bike quit as he started out 
of the infield onto the banking. "It 
tightened up,” Baker said after 
parking his bike on the grass inside the 
turn, “Wait 'til next year!” 

Three laps later, on lap 50, Roberts 


lapped Cecotto. 
Roberts led Cecotto (who reported a 
flawless ride), Aksland, Pierce, 


Hansford and self-sponsored Boet Van 
Dulmen from Holland, who worked 
his way up from 27th on the starting 
grid to finish sixth. Asami was seventh, 
followed by Romero and Gary Scott 
(KK Supply), who finished his first 
road race in recent memory. Aldana 
was 10th. 

By the end of the race on lap 52, 
Roberts’ margin of victory was one 
lap, five seconds. His average speed of 
108.373 mph set a new track record, 
in spite of the restrictor plates. Pressed 
by reporters for a comment on how he 
viewed his own feat of lapping 
everyone, Roberts remained 
restrained. “It doesn’t matter,” he 
said. “It doesn't mean anything.” ©

Glenn Wischmeyer (Suz) crossed the 
finish line on two flat tires for his third 
win out of three races as a 250cc 
Amateur. Greg Price (Yam), who 
received honorable mention as the 
most improved rider of the 1977 
season at the MRAN awards banquet, 
took the first place trophy in the 125cc 
Amateur class giving himself a perfect 
record of two wins in two races as an 
Amateur. 

A new MRAN rule guaranteeing 50 
percent trophies to Novices brought 
the Novice riders out in full swing. It 
was Hans Hendrickson (Hus) making a 
crashing finish for his second first 
place trophy in the 250cc division 
followed by Chris Christianson (Hus) 
who left with his very first first place 
trophy. Michael Welch smoked the 
125cc class by crossing the finish line 
first on a 100 Yamaha. 

This year’s hare scrambles proved to 
be right in line with the two that have 
preceeded it. The Gamblers provided 
riders with a tight, well-marked, 
competitive course that was enjoyed by 
most every rider. You can look for

place to set up base camp. The all- 
year camp spot is also managed by 
the BLM. There are 31 camping sites 
and some trailer spaces. 

It's kinda’ cool at night when you're 
at this 3000 foot elevation during the 
desert winter, so bring your “longies.” 
If you decide to set up in Owl Canyon, 
push your bikes into and out of the 
campground; don’t disturb the other 
campers. Let's preserve, and maybe 
even enhance, the image of the 
motorcyclist. Not everyone likes the 
sound of a two-stroke starting up in 
the post-dawn hours, you know! 

As I said, the road makes a left- 
handed loop for about four miles 
through Rainbow Basin. It's twisty, 
narrow and marked for one-way 
traffic only. People in four-wheelers 
would block the road if they stopped 
enroute to take pictures of the colorful 
stratifications on the walls of the 
canyon. We trailbikers don't have that 
problem. We require very little room 
for parking when we pull off to the 
side of the road to take our photos. 

When Larry, “Pete” Peterson and I 
left the basin road, we turned 
northwest on Fossil Bed Road. In the 
distance we could see 4,000 foot Opal 
Mountain, our next destination. We 
set a leisurely pace and stopped several 
times to take photographs. At 
breakneck speed you only see a 
fraction of the beauties of the high 
desert. 

I followed my usual practice of 
buying a topographical map of the 


area we wanted to explore. They're 
inexpensive and are much more 
detailed than an ordinary road map. 
In this case the map was the- Opal 
Mountain Quadrangle, California-San 
Bernardino County. 

If you happen to get lost, this type of 
map will prove invaluable for finding 
your way home. Simply look for one of 
the many survey markers found 
throughout the desert and compare 
the numbers on the marker with the 
corresponding numbers on the map. 
They'll tell you exactly where you are. 
Easy, huh? 

Not only is Opal Mountain a 
pleasant sight standing tall in the 
desert, it’s a fun place for gem hunters 
and rockhounds. According to Mary 
Frances Strong in Desert Gem Trails, 
when she writes about Opal Mountain, 
“What to collect: Common opal 
(resembles genuine precious opal but 
contains no ‘fire’) in clear red, orange 
and amber, plus combinations of these 
colors. Green common opal and very 
rarely, ‘a precious fire opal,’ with a 
bluish cast resembling some 
Australian gem material. Use care 
when digging as the material fractures 
easily." The wide open spaces of the 
desert have something for almost every 
taste. 

When we wound our way up to the 
southern base of Opal Mountain, we 
encountered some campers that were 
prospecting for gems on the mountain. 
We quietly slipped past them and 
worked our way over an obscure track 
to the west and then to the north side 


of the mountain, the section that is 
impassable on four wheels. Didn't 
bother us though; we were properly 
mounted. 

Next, a short distance to the west 
and north of Opal Mountain, came 
the best part of the whole adventure, 
the petroglyphs on the walls of 
Inscription Canyon. Even if you’re not 
a history buff, you'll enjoy seeing the 
ancient art of the “People who came 
before” as they were called by the 
Indians of the Old West. For a 
change, you can see something that 
modern man hasn't fouled up, a lava 
canyon whose sides are covered with 
drawings done by long-dead artists 
from desert Indian tribes. 


No one seems to know for sure who 
made the petroglyphs, or when, for 
that matter. I’ve researched the 
subject in several libraries, but the best 
estimate I can make is that the artists 
did their work some time between 500 
B.C. and 1500 A.D. Looks like I'll be 
devoting a few more hours in the 
library to finding out about the 
“People who came before.” 

The canyon itself is shallow, and the 
mouth of it faces out onto Superior 
Valley which is ringed by picturesque 
mountains. Some thoughtful person or 
group has placed a log boom across 
the entrance to the canyon to prevent 
wheeled vehicles from disturbing the 
natural beauty of this historic spot. 

We found inscriptions and drawings 
on nearly every rock in the canyon. 
There is more Indian art work in 
Inscription Canyon than I personally

have ever seen. We found likenesses of 
Desert Bighorn Sheep, pictures. of 
Thunderbirds, papooses, animals and 
design patterns that could only mean 
something to the artist. Many of the 
inscriptions are in color. The only 
desecration of the lava walls I could 
find was where some fool had carved 
his name among the petroglyphs and 
dated it 1923. Seems there always has 
to be one dummy around, doesn't 
there? 

After spending time at the canyon, 
we struck out to the east along a dirt 
road, stopping for a break near a 
blown-down windmill. Then we took a 
right turn to the south toward an 
abandoned pumice quarry. 

At the quarry there are still intact 
buildings and we made a careful 
inspection of the now-silent tumbler 
that was spun to break up the chunks 
of pumice into fine powder. The 
powder then filtered down through the 
wire mesh of the tumbler and into a 
waiting truck. Sure must have been a 
lot of choking dust in the air about the 
rotating machine. Talk about air 
pollution! 


South of the pumice quarry we 
came across a shallow pit between two 
hills. The pit is all that remains of 
Murphy's Well. Ol Murphy didn't do 
too badly for himself. While other 
men in the area were grubbing in the 
ground for gold, Murphy was hauling 
precious water to their diggins at $1 a 
barrel. That was pretty good money in 
those days. There's more than one way 
to get rich in the gold country. 
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We angled southeast from Murphy's 
‘Well to the site of Coolgardie Camp, 
the location of one of the few placer 
(washing the paydirt with water) gold 
mining operations in the desert. 
Discovered in 1896, Coolgardie Camp 
had a peak population of about 600 
men and darn few women. 

One claim could boast that it 
yielded $100 a day, but most of the 
gold trickled from the earth in small 
amounts. As a matter of fact, 
Coolgardie was called a “beans” camp 
during the Great American Depression 
because about all the gold a miner 
could wrench from the ground totaled 
only enough to buy him his daily 
beans. Nothing is left of Coolgardie 
now except a bunch of holes in the 
ground. 3 

It was getting brisk with the evening 
chill when the three of us wended our 
way back to the base camp. The sun, 
was going down behind the western 
hills and only the tops of the beautiful 
Rainbow Basin hills were cloaked in 
sunlight. 


We'd traveled an interesting, 
exciting 60 miles on our trusty two- 
wheelers and were pleasantly tired and 
satiated. I took a few last pictures of 
the sunset and then we sat around the 
campfire in the desert evening with a 
warm drink at hand. We talked over 
the day and plotted our next 
adventure. Theres much to see and 
enjoy in the desert, and we had 
another day before we had to return to 
work. The three of us weren't about to 
waste it. ©

The weekend of February 18th 
through 20th was a three-day job 
because of old George's birthday. 
So 240 desert freaks celebrated 
his birthday by traveling to the high

desert of Central Oregon to do what 
they like best, desert racing. They 
came from Sparks, Altruas, Yakima, 
Spokane, Seattle, Portland and 
everywhere else. And what a day it 
was. The weather was fantastic, short 
sleeve. The track sported no dust and 
good traction. 

A 10 a.m. start was a first for 
Central Oregon desert races. It was the 
usual dead-engine start, but instead of 
a banner or shotgun, a light plane 
circled the smoke bomb. Skydivers 
would jump from the plane, and when 
they popped their chuts the riders 
would start their engines and go to the 
smoke bomb. At this point, all engines 
were dead and tension was very high. 
Finally, after what seemed like 15 
minutes, two divers appeared from the 
plane. Although no chute was seen, 
someone fired up his bike and then 
everyone followed suit. 

At the seven-mile point, Bill Dowers 
was in the lead. With bikes and riders 
looking pretty much alike it was hard 
to tell who was who. Then, Dusty 
Coppage, the veteran desert rider, 
was running about 20th. After 109 
miles, he managed a third place 
overall and second Open Expert. 

Later, Dowers was still leading with 
Dean Coddington in second. Later at 
the pits I was told that Coddington 
came in grinning and asked “How'd I 
do?” He had not entered and was just 
practicing for that one lap. 

Riders from Alturas, California, 
were competing on this high desert for 
the first time. Ken Glaster (Alturas) 
pushed his 175cc Yamaha to first place 
in the 200cc class, and his friend Audie 
McCombs managed sixth 250cc 
Amateur on his Honda. The other 
Alturas finisher was Jim Killingbeck 
with a 13th place, 200. 

First across the finish line was 
Dowers, but not Bill. It was brother 
Mark riding a 250cc Husqvarna across 
the finish line in two hours 25 minutes. 
Central Oregon rider Randy Frazier 
took the 125cc Expert class on his 
Husky, 16th overall. John Campbell of 
Madras, Oregon, came in amazingly 
high on his 100cc Hodaka, and after 
counting his checks found he had only
